I! THE ACADEMIC PROCESSION

The outdoor academic procession has its antecedents in the medieval European university. The procession 
is designed so that each graduate passes before each faculty member one final time before the conferring of 
the degrees. 


The modern academic gown evokes the medieval cappa clausa, a closed cloak typically worn by clerics; the 
modern hood, worn over the shoulders and down the back, recalls a functioning medieval head garment. 
In the late 19th century, the Intercollegiate Code was established for American universities through which 
academic dress was standardized to convey the degree held, the field of study, and the university awarding 
the degree. Accordingly, there are three shapes of gown: the bachelor’s gown is characterized by full, 
pointed sleeves; the master’s gown is characterized by oblong sleeves, cut away in front to leave a streamer 
of the sleeve behind; the doctor’s gown is faced with velvet, a likely echo of the clerical tippet, and features 
bell sleeves adorned with velvet bars. 


Academic hoods vary in size, shape, and color; they are lined with silk in the official color or colors of the 
institution that granted the faculty member's highest degree. The trim color of the velvet binding indicates 
the discipline of the degree, commonly including: Philosophy, dark blue; Music, pink; Arts, Letters, and 
Humanities, white; Education, light blue; Law, purple; Medicine, green; Library Science, lemon yellow; 
Science, golden yellow; and Divinity, scarlet. 


The gown is a symbol of the democracy of scholarship since it covers any clothing indicating rank or status. 
The cap has its own traditions. The first right of a freed Roman slave was the privilege of wearing a cap, so 
the academic cap is the sign of the freedom of scholarship. Mortarboards have long been worn but in recent 
years soft caps or tams and other colorful headgear have gained favor. 


An increasingly large number of universities in America have developed unique academic gowns; most 
of these conform to the basic style of the Intercollegiate Code, although they replace traditional black 
with school colors, and are often ornamented with embroidered university seals or emblems. European 
academic dress adds further diversity and color to the academic procession. 


The audience will rise when the procession moves down the aisle.

I| RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY 


This commencement we honor the members of our faculty who are retiring. 


Together these individuals have devoted 276 % years of service to Oberlin, and we will miss them. It is 
an honor and a pleasure to thank each of them for the invaluable contributions they have made to the 
academic community. 


Dan Cuaon, Delaney Professor of Creative Writing 


Dan Chaon, Pauline M. Delaney Professor of Creative Writing, is the author of six books. His most recent 
novel, I/l Will, a national bestseller, was named one of the best books of 2017 by the New York Times, the 
Washington Post, Publishers Weekly, and others and has been optioned by HBO. Other works include the 
short story collection Stay Awake (2012), a finalist for the Story Prize; the national bestseller Await Your 
Reply; and Among the Missing, a finalist for the National Book Award. Chaon’s fiction has appeared in Best 
American Short Stories, the Pushcart Prize Anthologies, and The O. Henry Prize Stories. He was a finalist for 
both the National Magazine Award in Fiction and the Shirley Jackson Award and recipient of an Academy 
Award in Literature from the American Academy of Arts and Letters. 


Puiip HIGHFILL, Professor of Accompanying 


Philip Highfill, professor of accompanying, earned a bachelor’s degree at Yale University and a master’s 
degree at the University of Illinois. His interest in the art song repertoire took him to Vienna, where he spent 
six years freelancing as a collaborative pianist. Among the singers with whom he worked in recital and opera 
were Wolfgang Holzmair, Cesare Siepi, Luciano Pavarotti, Kiri te Kanawa, Rita Streich, Placido Domingo, 
Erie Mills, Simon Estes, Mary Ann Hart, and Teresa Berganza. During his 31-year tenure at Oberlin, Highfill 
established the school’s first accompanying curriculum, taught surveys of the French mélodie and German 
Lied, led winter term projects on topics ranging from the songs of Schubert, Schumann, Brahms, and Wolf 
to the poetry of Mallarmé, coached approximately 1,000 singer-pianist teams, chaired the piano department, 
and was founder and musical director of College Community Strings and the Arts and Sciences Orchestra. 
He also taught at Tanglewood, the University of Tennessee, and Vienna’s Hochschule fiir Musik; conducted 
for Washington Summer Opera and the Panamanian Concert Association; and received grants from the 
National Endowment for the Humanities and the Joyce Foundation. 


Micuaet Loose, Professor of Neuroscience 


Michael Loose, professor of neuroscience, earned a bachelor’s degree from the United States Air Force 
Academy and a PhD from the University of Wisconsin, Madison. He began working at Oberlin in 1990, 
focusing his research on two aspects of neural circuit function: studying how neural circuits underlie 
human decision-making processes and how simple neuronal circuits produce stereotyped output 
signals. His research interests included the neural correlates of decision-making, neural control of 
hormone release, and computer modeling of neural circuits and mental function. Loose taught courses 
in the areas of neurophysiology, neuroscience techniques, neural networks, and the neuroscience of 
thought. He mentored more than 100 research and honors students in his research laboratory. His 
primary goals at Oberlin were to broaden the scientific perspectives of his students and to deepen their 


ability to analyze issues of all kinds. 
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CiaupI1A MacDona_p, Professor of Musicology 


NusHa MArTYNUK, Professor of Dance 


Nusha Martynuk, professor of dance, received a master’s degree in dance from Temple University and 
performed with Zero Moving Company in Philadelphia under the direction of Hellmut Gottschild. In 
New York City, Martynuk worked as an independent dancer and choreographer with the CETA-funded 
Artists’ Project and also toured internationally, dancing featured roles with the Nikolais Dance Theatre. 
She spent six years as Artist-in-Residence at Trinity College, Hartford. There, she and her husband, 
Carter McAdams, co-founded and directed their own dance company, Partners Dance. Martynuk has 
been recognized for her choreographic work with awards from the National Endowment for the Arts, six 
Choreography Fellowships from the Ohio Arts Council, and grants from the Connecticut Commission on 
the Arts, Greater Hartford Arts Council, and others. In 1999, she was awarded the Cleveland Arts Prize 
for Choreography. Through the Ohio Arts Council’s Artists in Education Program, she and McAdams 
did extensive work in schools, teaching and performing lecture/demonstrations in dance residencies. At 
Oberlin, Martynuk taught technique, composition, improvisation, and repertory. She also created the 
OASIS arts collaborations semester during fall 2012. 


PETER McINERNEY, Professor of Philosophy 


Peter McInerney taught courses at Oberlin in 19"-century philosophy, 20'*-century continental philosophy, 
existentialism, the philosophy of mind, and the cognitive science of rationality and morality. A National 
Endowment for the Humanities Fellow in 1985-86, he is the author of three books: Time and Experience 
(1991), Introduction to Philosophy (1992), and Ethics (1994). He has published numerous essays in leading 
journals of philosophy, including three articles in the Journal of Philosophy and five articles in American 
Philosophical Quarterly. McInerney has written books and articles on a wide range of topics, including 
the nature of personal identity through time, the nature of time-consciousness, the unity of psychological 
characteristics at a time, strength of desire, concern for the future, Sartre’s philosophy, Nietzsche’s 
philosophy, and abortion. His articles have been reprinted in several anthologies. He has been the main 
speaker for several sessions at American Philosophical Association meetings, and he gave the Powell 
Lectures at Linnfield College in 2000. McInerney is married to Jane MacDonald-McInerney and has a 
daughter, Jane Reilly McInerney. 


A.G. MILLER, Associate Professor of Religion and Africana Studies 


Albert G. Miller, known as “A.G.,” began teaching at Oberlin in 1991 and held the post of associate 
professor of religion and Africana studies in the Department of Religion, where he taught American and 
African American religious history. Miller served as chair of the religion department from 2002-03 and 
2011-14. He is the author of Elevating the Race: Theophilus G. Steward, Black Theology, and the Making of 
an African-American Civil Society, 1865-1924, published in 2003 by the University of Tennessee Press. He 
is presently researching and writing a second book, Fundamentally Black: The Rise of Evangelicalism on 
the African-American Community. Miller received a bachelor’s degree and master’s degree in social work 
from Adelphi University and a master’s and PhD in religion from Princeton University. He undertook 
further study at Union Theological Seminary in New York and the Iliff School of Theology in Denver. He 


is an ordained senior minister and a district minister for the Midwest District in The House of The Lord 
Pentecostal Church. 
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ABRAHAM SOCHER, Associate Professor of Religion 


Abraham Socher began teaching in the religion department and the Jewish studies program at Oberlin in 
2000. He was educated at UCLA and Harvard University and received a PhD in history from UC Berkeley. 
He is the author of The Radical Enlightenment of Solomon Maimon: Judaism, Philosophy, Heresy (Stanford 
University Press) and has published widely on topics in intellectual history, literary criticism, and baseball. 
In 2010, he founded the Jewish Review of Books, a leading quarterly of criticism and ideas, which he 
continues to edit. This year he will publish an annotated edition of a classic German-Jewish autobiography, 
a collection of his literary essays, and a book on modern Jewish thought. Socher lives with his family in 
Cleveland and is extraordinarily proud of his students. 


JANICE THORNTON, Claire Emma McGregor ’11 Professor of Neuroscience 


Jan Thornton, a behavioral neuroendocrinologist, earned a master’s degree and PhD from the University 
of Wisconsin. She conducted postdoctoral and affiliate scientist research at Rockefeller University and 
Rutgers University and at Oregon Health Sciences University and the Oregon Primate Center. She began 
teaching and doing research at Oberlin in 1990. She taught numerous courses, including a first-year 
seminar called Mind and Brain; an introductory neuroscience course called The Brain; Cell and Molecular 
Biology laboratory; Hormones; Neuroendocrine Research Methods; and Behavioral Neuroscience. In 2002, 
Thornton received Oberlin’s Distinguished Teaching Award. She was selected to be a member of Project 
Kaleidoscope’s Faculty for the 21“ Century and a founding editor of Educational Resources in Neuroscience. 
Thornton’s main research has focused on the effects of gonadal and pituitary hormones on sexual 
differentiation and memory. She has mentored over 100 undergraduate student researchers, more than 20 
of whom are co-authors on her peer-reviewed scientific papers. In 2015, she gave the President’s Lecture at 
Oberlin College. Two of her recent reviews are “Estrogens and Cognitive Symptoms of Schizophrenia” and 
“Luteinizing Hormone as a Key Player in Alzheimer’s Disease.”

WILLIAM E.B. VopREY 787 


William F.B. Vodrey was born and raised in East Liverpool, Ohio. He graduated from Shady Side 
Academy in Pittsburgh in 1983 and began his studies at Oberlin that fall. 


At Oberlin, he worked on the Oberlin Review staff, eventually becoming a news editor. He served on 
the judicial board and was active in the Moderate Caucus and Annual Fund phone bank. Vodrey 
appeared in productions of The Seagull and 1776 and graduated with honors in government and with 
a history minor in 1987. Since 2007, he has been a visiting professor of legal advocacy as part of the 
Oberlin Law Scholars program, teaching a course every fall. 


Vodrey graduated from Case Western Reserve University School of Law in 1992, where he served 
as vice president of the Student Bar Association. After a brief stint in private practice, he became 

a staff lawyer with Southeastern Ohio Legal Services in New Philadelphia, Ohio, providing civil 
legal representation to the poor. Much of his work was with victims of domestic violence and those 
whose utilities had been shut off illegally. In 1995, he was appointed an assistant Cuyahoga County 
prosecuting attorney and served primarily in the felony trial unit, including work on capital cases. 


Vodrey was appointed a magistrate of Cleveland Municipal Court in 2001. He presided over a wide 
range of criminal, civil, and traffic cases. He also handled arraignments, post-judgment motions, 
traffic court, license suspensions, civil defaults, city income tax, garnishment, and bank attachment 
cases. Vodrey also advises judges on issues such as the constitutionality of statutes and ordinances, 
equal protection, the Brady Act, selective prosecution, the First Amendment, and the Violence Against 
Women Act. In 2002, he was named Distinguished Recent Graduate of his law school alma mater. 


Many judges go their entire careers without ever having a decision officially reported as Ohio 
precedent; Vodrey has had 21. He mentors young lawyers through the Supreme Court of Ohio’s 
Lawyer to Lawyer program and serves on the character and fitness committee of the Cleveland 
Metropolitan Bar Association, interviewing applicants for the Ohio bar exam. 


Vodrey met Susan Carnahan ’87 while on the Danenberg Oberlin-in-London semester in fall 1985. 
They married in 1990 and live in Cleveland. They have three sons: John, a junior at American 
University in Washington, D.C.; Ethan, a senior at Shaker Heights High School who will begin studies 
at the Cleveland Institute of Art this fall; and Thomas, a rising sophomore at Shaker Heights High 
School. He and his family are longtime parishioners of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church in Cleveland 
Heights, where he has served on Vestry and as a lector, usher, and architectural tour guide. Much to 
his surprise, Vodrey was an extra in the 2012 superhero movie The Avengers, filmed in Cleveland, and 
can be seen for about eight seconds in the Stuttgart art museum scene. 
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III | CANDIDATES FOR THE AWARD FOR DISTINGUISHED 
SERVICE TO THE COMMUNITY 


AIKO AND Roy U. EBIHARA 


Aiko and Roy Ebihara are longtime Oberlin residents who have immersed themselves in community 
organizations, particularly those that support Oberlin City Schools. They are co-founders of Oberlin 
College Taiko, now an established student group whose members study and practice the traditional art 
form of Japanese drumming. 


Roy Ebihara earned a Bachelor of Science in optometry at the Ohio State University School of 
Optometry in 1963 and a Doctor of Optometry at its College of Optometry in 1974. He established his 
optometry practice, Roy U Ebihara, OD, in 1963 and maintained his business though 1992. He served 
as a consultant with Lakeland Eye Surgeons from 1992 to 2001 and at the Cleveland Clinic Foundation 
until his retirement in 2007. 


Upon retirement, Ebihara provided eye care for the County Free Clinic and joined Ohio VOSH— 
Volunteer Optometric Services to Humanity—in eye care missions to Peru and Honduras, serving those 
unable to afford or obtain vision care. 


Locally, Ebihara is a member of Oberlin Chamber of Commerce and the Oberlin Chapter of the 
NAACP, and he serves on the board of the Cleveland Japanese American Citizens League. 


He served two terms on the Oberlin school board and eight years as a member and past president of the 
Oberlin Athletic Booster Club. Other community involvements have included leadership roles with the 
Oberlin Health Commission (past president), Oberlin Community Welfare Council (past president), and 
Oberlin National Exchange Club (past president). 


Aiko Ebihara worked as an elementary school teacher in Columbus, Cleveland, and later in Oberlin. She 
is a member of the United Methodist Women of the First United Methodist Church, where she teaches 
Sunday School. 


The couple established Oberlin College Taiko in 2008 to provide a space for members to come together 
and build a strong and respectful community through Taiko and to inspire a sense of discipline of the 
mind, body, and spirit. The organization sponsors workshops with professional Taiko drummers and 
performs during special events throughout the year, including commencement/reunion weekend. The 
couple are consultants to the group. 


IV | HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


Cary Fowter, Doctor of Humanities 


Cary Fowler is perhaps best known as the “father” of the Svalbard Global Seed Vault. Located near 
the North Pole, this underground facility provides secure protection for a million unique samples of 
crop diversity. Fowler headed the committee that planned the facility and for many years chaired the 
international council overseeing its operations. 


Until 2012, Fowler served as executive director of the Global Crop Diversity Trust, an endowment fund 
tasked by governments with developing a global system for the conservation of plant genetic resources for 


food and agriculture. 
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Prior to this, he was professor and director of research in the Department for International Environment 
& Development Studies at the Norwegian University of Life Sciences. He was also a senior advisor to 

the director general of Bioversity International. In this role, he represented the Consultative Group on 
International Agricultural Research in negotiations on the International Treaty on Plant Genetic Resources 


for Food and Agriculture. 


In the 1990s, Fowler headed efforts of the Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations (FAO) 

to produce the UN’s first global assessment of the state of the world’s plant genetic resources. He drafted and 
supervised negotiations of FAO’s Global Plan of Action for Plant Genetic Resources, adopted by 150 countries 
in 1996. That same year, he served as special assistant to the secretary general of the World Food Summit. 


The author of several books and many articles in biological, social science, and law journals, Fowler 
attended Rhodes College in Memphis before transferring to Simon Fraser University in Canada, earning 
a bachelor’s degree with honors. He earned a PhD at Uppsala University in Sweden and was a professor 
at the Norwegian University of Live Sciences for many years and a visiting professor at the University of 
California-Davis. 


He is a past member of the National Plant Genetic Resources Board of the United States and the board of 
trustees of the International Maize and Wheat Improvement Center in Mexico. 


In 2010, the Russian Academy of Agricultural Sciences awarded Fowler the Vavilov Medal for his 
“exceptional contribution” to the cause of conserving plant genetic resources for present and future 
generations. Subsequently he was one of two foreign members elected to the Russian Academy of 
Agricultural Sciences. He received a 2010 Heinz Award for his “vision and efforts in the preservation of the 
world’s food supply.” 


In 2015, President Barack Obama appointed him to the seven-member board for International Food and 
Agricultural Development, which oversees and advises the U.S. Agency for International Development. 


Fowler is a visiting scholar at Stanford University and chair of the board of trustees at Rhodes College. This 
year he will receive the Jefferson Medal for Citizen Leadership granted by the Thomas Jefferson Foundation 
and the University of Virginia. 


Davip Separis, Doctor of Fine Arts 


With sardonic wit and incisive social critiques, David Sedaris has become one of America’s preeminent 
humor writers. He is the master of satire and one of today’s most observant writers addressing the 
human condition, especially apparent in his 2017 book, a collection of his diaries titled Theft By Finding: 
Diaries (1977-2002). 


Beloved for his personal essays and short stories, Sedaris is the author of Barrel Fever, Holidays on Ice, 
Naked, Me Talk Pretty One Day, Dress Your Family in Corduroy and Denim, When You Are Engulfed in 
Flames, and Let’s Explore Diabetes with Owls. 


He is the author of Squirrel Seeks Chipmunk: A Modest Bestiary, a collection of fables with illustrations 
by Ian Falconer. Each of these books was an immediate best seller. He was also the editor of Children 


Playing Before a Statue of Hercules: An Anthology of Outstanding Stories. His pieces regularly appear in 
the New Yorker and have twice been included in The Best American Essays. 


He and his sister, Amy Sedaris, have collaborated under the name the Talent Family and have written 
a half-dozen plays that have been produced at La Mama, Lincoln Center, and the Drama Department 
in New York City. These include Stump the Host; Stitches; One Woman Shoe, which received an

Obie Award; Incident at Cobbler’s Knob; and The Book of Liz, which was published in book form by 
Dramatists Play Service. 


Sedaris’s original audio pieces can often be heard on the public radio show This American Life. He 
has been nominated for three Grammy Awards for Best Spoken Word and Best Comedy Album. His 
latest audio recording of new stories, recorded live, is David Sedaris: Live for Your Listening Pleasure 
(November 2009). 


A feature film adaptation of his story C.O.G. was released after a premiere at the Sundance Film Festival 
in 2013. Since 2011, he can be heard annually on a series of live recordings on BBC Radio 4 titled Meet 
David Sedaris. 


As a companion piece to Theft By Finding, Jeffrey Jenkins published and edited an art book of Sedaris’s 
diary covers titled David Sedaris Diaries: A Visual Compendium (October 2017). A forthcoming book of 
essays, Calypso, will be released this month, with a second volume of his diaries expected in summer 2019. 


CHRISTOPH WOLEF, Doctor of Music 


Christoph Wolff is Adams University Emeritus Professor at Harvard University, where he has taught music 
history since 1976. Born and educated in Germany, he studied organ and historical keyboard instruments, 
musicology, and art history at the Universities of Berlin, Erlangen, and Freiburg. 


After earning a performance diploma in organ and choral conducting at the University of the Arts in Berlin 
in 1963, he took his first job as university organist and instructor at the Institute for Sacred Music of the 
University of Erlangen. 


In 1966 he obtained his PhD with a dissertation on the stile antico in the music of J.S. Bach and 
subsequently taught musicology at Erlangen, Toronto, Columbia, and Princeton universities before joining 
the Harvard faculty in 1976. At Harvard, he served as chair of the music department (1980-88, 1990-91), 
acting director of the University Library (1991-92), and dean of the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences 
(1992-2000). 


He holds honorary professorships at the University of Freiburg and the Juilliard School in New York and 
served as chair of the Akademie ftir Mozart-Forschung Salzburg (1994-2005), director of the Bach-Archiv 
Leipzig (2001-13), and president of the Répertoire International des Sources Musicales (2004-13). 


Wolff has published widely on the history of music from the 15" to the 20" centuries, notably on Bach and 
Mozart. Johann Sebastian Bach: The Learned Musician (New York, 2000; translated into 10 languages), The 
Organs of J.S. Bach: A Handbook (Chicago, 2012), and Mozart at the Gateway to His Fortune: Serving the 
Emperor, 1788-1791 (New York, 2012; translated into four languages) are his most recent books. 


The recipient of the Dent Medal of the Royal Musical Association in London (1978), the Humboldt Research 
Award (1996), and the Bach Prize of the Royal Academy of Music London (2004), he is a member of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences, the American Philosophical Society, and the Saxon Academy of 
Sciences in Leipzig. In 2015, Wolff was elected to the Order Pour le Mérite for Sciences and Arts.
